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Estimates to ‘23.6 million 


on Route 129 


Engineers from the firm of 
Barnes and Jarnis released 
preliminary figures of a cost sum- 
mary on the relocation of Route 
129 at a Wednesday night meeting 
last week. Costs in the breakdown 
range as high as $23.6 million for 
the completion of Alternative No. 
15, byt it was emphasized that the 
project could be segmented, and

that the Commissioner of Public 
Works could decide to build a 
smaller project. 

The breakdown of costs divides 
the proposed road into three.parts, 
Link 1, 2 and 3. Link 1 would run 
from the junction of Routes 129 
and 38 at McNamara Tire to the 
junction of the same two routes at 
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building 


to highway building 


The proposed relocation of 
Route 129 has become a hot issue 
for several Wilmington residents. 

A hearing last Wednesday even- 
ing in the Wilmington Memorial 
Library attracted some 30 persons, 
many of them quite upset about 
the proposed road. 

Among those expressing opposi- 
tion to the road pi ls was 
Selectman Dan Gillis. He said he 
was in favor of solving the traffic 
problems in Wilmington Square, 
but that the proposals as they now 
stand are more than the selectmen 
envisioned. He said that the 
hearings and talk of the project 
had dragged on for such a long 
time that nobody wanted the road 
now. 

Other people in the assembly ex- 
pressed a distrust of the state in 
relation to their wishes. Several 
times the question was asked how 
could anyone be sure that the Com- 
missioner of Public Works would 
listen to the people of Wilmington 
when he makes his decision. 

Walter Gustafson and Norm 
Wilkins of the en; firm of 
Barnes and Jarnis reiterated that 
the function of the hearing and 
other hearings was to provide in- 


put for the report on which the 
commissioner would act. 

It was further pointed out that 
Rep. Fred Cain was present, and 
that he would be in contact with 
the commissioner in relation to the 
decision on the project. 

Cain said that he could unders- 
tand people being upset with the 
proposals. He said that the project 
he had originally worked out was a 
county job of $450,000, but that un- 
der the state, the job had 
mushroomed into a multi-million 
dollar project. 

Cain said that something would 
have to be built. He said that a 
rerouting of all freight coming in 
from the west would be forthcom- 
ing, because the MBTA would be 
using the B & M right-of-way to 
Concord from Boston. With large 
freight trains running on the 
Lowell division, he said, 
Wilmington’s many railroad 
bridges would be too low. 

Wilkins said that no matter what 
is done, Wilmington Square would 
have to be rebuilt, eliminating the 
stores at the intersection of 
Church and Main Streets. ‘‘Any 
job that fixes that bridge will do 
the same thing,” he said.

Wilmington is a town which, in 
the days before the arrival of the 
Puritans there were many Indians. 
It is also a town in which many ar- 
tifacts may be found, and from 
time to time some are. 

Many people call those artifacts 
“Indian Arrowheads."’ They are 
only partly right. The artifacts are 
of other types of tools as well, and 
who can be certain that they were 
all made by the Indians. Perhaps 
there were other races too - 
perhaps there were some little 
green men, with three legs. No 
one has ever seen or reported on 
the races of man living in this area 
4,000 years ago, and the only things 
remaining of those races are 
things made of stone or shell. 

The Ipswich River and the 
Shawsheen River were places 
where these early races of man 
lived. Buck’s Hill, where the 
Wildwood Street School stands was 
a place where Indians were living 
when the white man first came to 
Massachusetts - Champlain, - 
Capt. John Smith - the early Bas- 
que, French and Portugese 


fishermen who dried codfish at 
such places as Cape Ann. 
‘There are several collections of 


“arrowheads” collected from the 
Buck Farm, and from the 
Wildwood . All over 
Wilmington artifacts may be 
found, by knowing individuals. 

Buck's Hill was not alone, in hills 
overlooking the Ipswich River, and 
artifacts have been found, in re- 
cent times, along the Maple 
Meadow Brook and Lubbers 


One place, about half a century 
ago, was the land beside what is 
now Stelio’s Restaurant, on Lowell 


He had worked long and hard, in 
an effort to clear up a traffic 
problem of somewhat monumental 
proportions. 

Then the United States 
passed a law called the En- 
vironmental Protection Act.

Route 129 Alternate - 17b- 
possibilities, studies and more 
studies. A Boston engineering 
firm is in charge. 

On October 13 a hearing was held 
in the Wilmington Public Library. 
One possibility of that Alternate 
Route 129 would cross the Maple 
Meadow Brook, in the area where 
arrowheads were found, half a cen- 
tury ago. 

The projected and possible 
crossing is nowhere near the route 
that Mr. Cain had envisioned, but 
it must be examined before there 
is a final OK on the part of the US 
Government, for the Alternate to 


Route 129. 

There were about 30 persons pre- 
sent. Some, with an archeolegical 
interest, were taking notes of what 
was being said. Mr. Cain might 
have been interested, but all he 
could see was another delay 
toward the construction of am

With the aid of federal money the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority is buying up the railroad lines 
radiating out of Boston. This is for the pur- 
pose of controlling and rejuvenating the 
passenger service to the suburban Boston 
communities. 

The track that goes through Reading and 
North Wilmington, to the Wilmington Junc- 
tion is already owned by the MBTA. Some- 
day there will be a new terminus, in 
Reading probably, in Wakefield possibly, or 
perhaps even in East Wilmington, near the 
present crossing of Routes 129 and 93. 

Now being planned is the transfer of 
other lines, such as the one through 
Wilmington to Lowell, and the one through 
Arlington to Concord. The MBTA is plan- 
ning to rejuvenate railroad service to the 
Town of Concord 

But the Boston & Maine Railroad owes a 
considerable amount of money in back tax- 
es, and various communities are interested 
in getting their money, if and when a cash 
transfer is made. Two of the larger sums 
owned are to Boston and Lowell, but those 
two communities are not alone. And the 
Mayor of Boston is engaged in another dis- 
pute, having nothing to do with the Boston 
is engaged in another dispute, having 
nothing to do with the Boston & Maine, but 
because he is required to sign any agree- 
ment involving the transper he is reported 
as using that signature as a weapon in his 
other dispute.

delay before the railroad tracks and right- 
of-way are transferred to the MBTA. 

Passenger service to Concord will 
probably mean other changes in the MBTA. 

In the current thinking all the freight ser- 
vice which currently is using the Concord to 
Boston tracks will be shifted to the Lowell 
to Boston tracks, when passenger service 
starts to Comcord. That would mean 
changes im Wilmington. 

There are four bridges which date way 
back imto the nineteenth century, three in 
Wilmington and on em North Woburn. All 
would have to have changes. They are too 
low for the size freight cars that would be 
using the Lowell to Boston tracks. 

There are at least three possibilities. 

1. Do away with those bridges - 
Burlington Avenue, Butters Row, Eames 
Street and the on ein North Woburn at the 
foot of Woburn Street. 

2. Construct new bridges. There would be 
some terrific engimeering problems, par- 
ticularly near Wilmington Square. 

3. Lower the railroad tracks. This would 
give the necessary height clearance, but 
there would be water problems every now 
and then, at times of high water near 
Wilmington Square, and near the Butters 
Row bridge. 

In each case there would have to be 
public hearings, and probably public input. 
If the current hearings on the Route 129 
Alternative are used as an example those 
hearings could possibly last for years.

SWINE FLU & VICTORIA FLU VACCINE 


You probably have heard a good deal about swine flu 
and swine flu vaccine. You may know, for example, that 
swine flu caused an outbreak of several hundred cases at Ft. 
Dix, New Jersey, early im 1976 - and that before then swine 
flu had not caused outbreaks among people since the 1920's. 


With the vast majerity ef Americans being suscepti- 
ble to swine fiu, it is pessible that there could be an 
epidemic this winter. No one can say for sure. However, 
if an epidemic were to break out, millions of people could 
get sick. Therefore a special swineflu vaccine has been 
prepared and tested which should protect most people who 
receive it. 


Certain people, such as these with chronic medical 
Problems and the elderly, need annual protection 
against flu. Therefore, besides protection against swine 
flu, they also need protection against another type of flu 
(Victoria flu) that was around last winter and could occur 
again this winter. A separate vaccine has been prepared to 
give them protection against both types of flu. 


These vaccines have been field tested and shown to 
Produce very few side effects. Some people who receive 
the vaccine had fever and soreness during the first day or 
two after vaccination. These tests and past experience with 
other flu vaccines indicate that anything more severe than 
this would be highly unlikely. 


Many people ask questions about fiu vaccination dur- 
ing pregnancy. An advisory committee of the Public 
Health Service examined this question and reported that 
“there are no data specifically to contraindicate vaccina- 
tion with the available killed virus vaccine in pregnancy. 
Women who are pregnant should be considered as having es- 
sentially the same balance of benefits and risks regarding 
influenza vaccination and imflwenza as the general pop- 
ulation.” 


As indicated, some individuals will develop fever and 
soreness after vaccination. If you have more severe 
symptons or if you have fever which lasts longer than a cou- 
ple of days after vaccimation, please consult your doctor or a 
health worker wherever you receive medical care. 


While there is ne reasen te expect more serious reac- 
tions to this flv vaccination, persons who believe that 
they have been injured by this vaccination may have 
a claim. The Congress recently passed a law providing that 
such claims, with certain exceptions, may be filed only 
against the United States Government. Information regar-

Includ- 
ed in the projects proposed by the 
housing authority are connections 
to sewer lines that will be built on 
Burlington Avenue, construction of 
underground wiring and lighting 
systems throughout Deming Way, 
rehabilitation and replacement of 
underground heating pipes, and hot 
water pipes, installation of a water 
purification system and filtration 
system, and construction of 225 un- 
its of handicapped and elderly 
housing 

Holzmeister has been pushing 
for sewer extensions and water ex- 
tensions under the Public Works 
law, but has not actively en- 
couraged other proposals. His 
plan tor meeting deadlines under 
the law involves narrowing the 
choices and putting a concentrated 
effort into the ones remaining.
